Report From 
Parliament Hill 

Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

Now that Canada’s 27th Parlia¬ 
ment has been in session for three 
weeks, it is a little easier to assess 
the “feelings” of the new House 
of Commons. So far the new Par¬ 
liament has been much less acri¬ 
monious than the last Parliament, 
and the level of debate has been 
very much better. 

Parliament has just completed 
the best Foreign Affairs debate 
that I have seen in the years that 
1 have been in Ottawa. Usually 
the Foreign Affairs debate lasts 
for about one day, with very few 
MP’s taking part. This thne, how¬ 
ever, the debate lasted for four 
full days, and real fundamental 
differences of opinion on Canada’s 
foreign policies were raised and 
thoroughly debated. 

Since most of this debate was 
well reported in all the news me¬ 
dia, I will not go into the details, 
except to say that the principal 
discussions evolved around govern¬ 
ment policy in Vietnam and the 
government’s method of handling 
the Rhodesian situation. 

In the Rhodesian matter one 
point of view was that the gov¬ 
ernment had no legislative author¬ 
ity for imposing economic sanc¬ 
tions against Rhodesia, and should 
have consulted Parliament. This 
is the second occasion on which 
the government has made a very 
important decision without consult¬ 
ing Parliament. The previous occa¬ 
sion was when the Auto Parts 
Treaty was made with the United 
States without any refer nee to 
Parliament. While many aspects of 
this treaty were excellent, some 
of its terms have been very detri¬ 
mental to Canadian industry and 
labor. Had this treaty been first 
examined by Parliament, these de¬ 
fects would unquestionably have 
been brought to light and corrected 
-now it’s too late. 

In both the case of the Auto 
Parts Treaty and the case of the 
Rhodesian economic sanctions, the 
intentions and objectives of the 
government may well have been 
sincere and commendable, but 
there seems to be an ever-increas¬ 
ing tendency on the part of the 
pit-<ent government to ignore Par- 
Pa merit on even the most import¬ 
ant matters, and if Parliament is 
to continue to function this trend 
must be stopped.
